Allied Headquarter* iii Australia, 
April 12 (AP)—Tearing into a for- 
nuition of 45 Japanese air raiders 
over Oro bay. New Guinea, Allied 
fighters shot 23 of the planes out of 
action yesterday and broke up an 
assault which Allied headquarters 
characterized today as part of a new 
enemy air offensive in the south­ 
west Pacific.
